William N. Pollard was sen- 
ténced to serve 99 years in the 
state penitentiary today when he 
pleaded guilty before Circuit 
Judge James E. McLaughlin to a 
charge of second-degree murder. 

Pollard admitted that he killed 
2Zi-month-old Joseph Nichols at 
the American Hotel last Novem- 
ber.

murder of the Nichols boy was an 
for mental patients in the United 
States. 

Dowd reported that Pollard has 
been in verious mental and penal 
institutions a total of 20 times, 
even though he is only 26 years 
old. Each time, Dowd said, Pol- 
lard was released from the men- 
tal institutions because they were 
too crowded to keep him and had 
0 ote their attention to insane 


ie pointed out that Pollard hed 
discharged from the United 


u- States Army because of his men- 


tal condition, and several times 
had attempted to kill himself. He 
asked the court not to impose the 
death penalty. 

‘Prosecutor Explains Action. 

Dowd said he had been pre- 
pared to ask for a jury trial and 
to demand execution, but had 
changed his mind because he felt 
Pollard was not fully responsible 
for his actions. For that reason, 
he said, he recommended reduc- 
tion of the charge from first-de- 
gree murder to second-degree 
murder. 

Recommending reduction of the 
charge from first degree murder 
to. second-degree murder, and the 
99-year sentence, Dowd explained 
persons sentenced to life imprison- 
ment ean be released after serv- 
ing only 12 to 15 years, whereas 

„ serving a 99-year sen- 
tence, could not be réleased for 
at least 66 years. 

He told reporters later that doc- 
tors at the State Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City can have Pollard 
transferred to the state mental in- 
stitution at Marshall if they con- 
sider prolonged treatment advis- 
able. 

Poéllard’s mothher, Mrs. May 
Pollard, a Cincinnati telephone op- 
erator, was in the courtroom but 
displayed no emotion when sen- 
tence was announced. 

Pollard stuffed the body of the 
Nichols boy into a dresser drawer 
in his room in the American Ho- 
tel after criminally attacking and 
beating him. The boy whom he 
had brought here from the boy’s 
home at W. Va., was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Nichols, friends of Pollard. .

he added, that it met with his ap- 
proval “100 per cent.” 

Statement by Board, 

The statement read to the offi- 
cers in the presence of newspaper 
reporters follows: 

“Gentlemen, we have asked 
Chief (Jeremiah) O'Connell to 
call you together here at Police 
headquarters, because we want to 
meet with you and have you be- 
come better acquainted with us. 
We would like also to tell you 
something about our policies and 
plans so that you may know what 
we stand for and what we intend 
to do. 

“In the first place, we want to 
make it clear that as police offi- 
cers you have an obligation and a 
duty to only one group in this 
community—and that group is 
composed of all of our citizens. 

“No special interests, no individ-

“No persons or groups, either 
directly or indirectly, have any 
more influence with this board or 
this department than the average 
citizen, whom we all serve. -Any 
statements or rumors, published 
or otherwise, which you may ‘hear 
to the contrary, have no basis 
whatsoever in fact. Similarly, re- 
ports of so-called major shake- 
ups are without foundation. There 
is only one criterion which this 
board has. So long as every man 
does his duty and performs the 
quality of honest and courteous 
service to which the citizens of 
this community are entitled, no 
man need fear any changes. 

“Within the next few weeks, by 
approximately May 1 or 15, the 
Polite Academy, which was closed 
temporarily to give us more men 
on the streets to patrol school 
areas, will be reopened. We desire 
your co-operation in the conduct 
of the school and the assignment 
of personnel to it and we welcome 
any suggestions that you may 
have for its improvement. 

“We desire that the St. Louis 
Police Department have the best 
trained and most efficient police- 
men that it is possible to have.

(Text of Soviet Memorandum on 
Page 2A.) 

MOSCOW, April 1 (AP)—Russia 
has assailed the North Atlantic 
Treaty as “aggressive” and di- 
rected against the Soviet Union” 
in a memorandum to the seven 
original sponsors of the defense 
pact. The note at the same time 
declared the Soviet Union neither 
threatens nor intends to attack 
any nation. 

The memorandum, which the 
Soviet news agency announced 
was delivered yesterday to the 
United States, Britain, nce, 
Belgium, Holland, Luxembourg 
and Canada, charged that the 
treaty violates international agree- 
ments and undermines “the very 
foundations” of the United Na- 
tions. The Russians said the 
pact was designed to strike fear 
into nations which refused to ac- 
cept “Anglo-American world domi- 
nation.” 

The Atlantic grouping has 
“nothing in common either with 
the tasks of self-defense of the 
parties to the treaty or with the 
real recognition of the aims and 
principles of the United Nations 
organization,” the memorandum 
stated. 

The pact, the note asserted, vio- 
lates ‘existing treaties between 
Britain and Russia, France and 
Russia and the Potsdam and 
Yalta agreements. 

Two Treaties in Question. 

Informed sources, commenting 
on the note, said the Soviet Union 
is virtually certain to consider its 
treaties with Britain and France 
dead on the signing of the At- 
lantic alliance. . 

When the Russian Foreign Min- 
istry originally attacked the At- 
lantic treaty early this year, dip- 
lomats took the view that the 20- 
year treaties signed by France 
and Britain with Russia during 
the war were in jeopardy. The

The text of the memorandum as- 
sailing the Atlantic pact was pub- 
lished on inside pages of Moscow’s 
morning newspapers without edi- 
torial comment, a normal method 
of announcement. It appeared as 
statesmen from the seven coun- 
tries named and other western 
nations were gathering in Wash- 
ington for Monday’s scheduled 
signing of the treaty. 

Pointing to the exclusion of the 
Soviet Union from the treaty, the 
memorandum said that circum- 


| stance “can be explained only by 


the fact this treaty is directed 
against the U.S. S. R. as well as 
against the countries of the peo- 
ple’s democracy (other Communist 
nations).” 

The note said participants have 
made warlike preparations includ- 
ing the stockpiling of atom bombs, 
maintenance of a joint British- 
American military staff at Wash- 
ington, and a western European 
union defense organization with 
headquarters in France. 

“The North Atlantic pact is de- 
signed to daunt the states which 
do not agree to obey the dictate 
of the Anglo-American grouping 
of the powers that lay claim to 
world domination,” the memoran- 
dum stated. 

“The Soviet Union does not in- 
tend to attack anyone, and in no 
way threatens the United States, 
Great Britain, France, or the oth- 
er signers of the treaty.” 

Russia charged that language 
in the treaty saying it was formed 
within the framework of the Unit- 
ed Nations is a cover up“ of ag- 
gressive intent. None of the sign- 
ers is threatened with attack, so 
Article 51 can not apply, it said. 
The memorandum asserted that 
the pact violates Article 53 of the 
U.N. Charter which bars regional 
groupings under certain circum- 
stances. 

Russia’s mutual assistance 
treaties with Communist nations, 
and France and Britain are bi- 
lateral and “directed solely against 
a possible repetition of German 
aggression,“ the note said.

WASHINGTON, April 1 (UP)— 
Rent Director Tighe E. Woods set 
a goal of three weeks from today 
for granting the first rent — 
creases under the new rent con- 
trol law. 

Other increases will be granted 
as rapidly as possible—where they 
are warranted, he said 

Before any rent are boosted, 
Woods's must determine 
the amount of a “fair net operat- 
ing income.” 

This determination will be made 
on the basis of an eight-year sur- 
vey conducted by the rent direc- 
tor’s office and the old Office of 
Price Administration, which con- 
trolled wartime rent levels. 

Already A 


* 

All the figures are in Washing 
ton ready for analysis. It will be 
a big job, but Woods has set a 
goal of 12 days for this work 
alone. After that, individual ap- 
plications will be considered at 
area rent control offices. Woods 
wants the first of these out of the 
way three weeks from today. 

He admits that he has set a 
tight schedule on the project, but 
he is anxious to get the new rent 
control law operating. 

The studies on which the fair 
income figure will be based take 
the average net operating income 
of landlords both before and dur- 
ing rent control. Geographical 
variations will be taken into con- 
sideration. So will the number of 
units owned by a single landlord, 
that is, whether he has a single 
dwelling, a small apartment house, 
or a large apartment building. 

The statisticians won’t come up 
with one figure to cover every 
landlord, In fact, each applica- 
tion for a rent increase will be 
individually considered from every 
angle before a fair net operating 
income is set for that landlord 
alone. 

Applicants to Be Questioned. 

When a landlord applies for a 
rent increase, he will be asked to 
state his operating expenses com- 
pared with his gross iscome from 
rents. Woods’s office then will de- 
cide whether a fair net operating 
income is being derived from the 
property. If it is not, necessary 
adjustments will be authorized. 

Meanwhile, Jack Kroll, director 
of the CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee, alerted his lieutenants 
against “the landlord lobby“ 
which he said would “now move 
on to our state Legislatures and 
our cities is an attempt to abolish 
rent control.”

The fact that the North 
Atlantic Treaty is directed 
against the U.S. S. R. as well as 
against the countries of the 
people’s democracy was definite- 
ly pointed out also by official 
representatives of the United 
States of America, Great Brit- 
ain, and France. 

To justify the conclusion of the 
North Atlantic Treaty, references 
are being made to the fact the 
Soviet Union has defensive 
treaties with countries of the 
peoples’ democracy. These refer- 
ences, however, are utterly un- 
tenable. 

All the treaties of the Soviet 
Union on friendship and mutual 
assistance with the countries of 
the peoples’ democracy are of, a 
bilateral nature and they are di- 
rected solely against a possible 
repetition of German aggression, 
of which danger no single peace- 
loving state can forget.

Police have checked taverns and 
restaurants to learn if “muscle” 
Was used by Rimann and his as- 
sociates in placing their pinball 
machines and juke bozes. There 
had been reports some tavern op- 
erators were intimidated. 

There were indications today 
that the murder inquiry by city, 
state and county officers would 
turn again to St..Louis. The auto- 
mobile abandoned by the killers 
was purchased from a used-car 
dealer in St. Louis. Two Kansas 
City detectives made a prelimi- 
mary inquiry in St. Louis last 
week, Attorney General J. E. 
Taylor, directing the inquiry by 
order of Gov. Forrest Smith, be- 
lieves that more information 
might be obtained in St. Louis. 

Police Board Meets. 

The Kansas City Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, under orders 
from Gov. Smith to solve the 
Rimann killing and other un- 
solved murders “immediately,” met 
late yesterday to receive a report 
from Police Chief Henry W. John- 

son on progress of the inquiry. 

Chief Johnson reported that bal- 
listics data on the slugs removed 
from Rimann’s body have been 
sent to 160 cities, Police in those 
cities were askéd to compare the 
data with their records, in the 
hope that a lead might be obtained 
on the identity of the three killers.

Mathews, son of Mrs. Jessie Lee 
Mathews, 2227A Randolph street, 
was found lying face down at the 
entrance of an alley on the west 
side of Twenty-third street be- 
tween Clark and Eugenia streets 
about 10:20 p.m. He had been shot 
in the chest. The bullet entered 
his body under his right armpit. 

Tells of Hearing Shot. 


Miss Edna Frazier, Negro, 2302 
(rear) Eugenia, found the body. 
She told police she had seen a 
group of about 25 Negro youths 
running south in Twénty-third, 
Just prior to that, she said, she 
had heard a shot and considerable 
yelling and shouting. 


Questioning of Willis and the 
others disclosed that Mathews, a 
memiber of a gang called the “Tin 
Cans,” had gone into the 900 block 
of North Jefferson avenue last 
Monday with several members of 
the gang. They found Willis in a 
poolroom, which is the headquar- 
ters of the “Turks,” and beat 
him up. 

Since then, Willis with mem- 
bers of his “Turks” gang have 
been searching for Mathews. 

About 25 “Turks” went into the 

“Tin Cans” area just west of 
Union Station last night and 
roamed the streets. They were 
walking south in Twenty-third 
when they discovered Mathews 
walking north in the same street, 
police said. He was alone. 
“As we got up to him,” police 
quoted Willis as saying, “I pulled 
my pistol from my pocket and 
said to him: ‘Haul it.“ Then I 
fired one shot.”

Following the shooting, Willis 
said, he gave his .32 caliber auto- 
matic pistol to Walter Williams, 
2123 Division street, “to get rid 
of.” Williams gave Willis’s pis- 
tol and a .32 caliber revolver he 
was carrying to another youth, 
Herschel Randolph, 2632 Gamble 
street. Both weapons were recov- 
ered by police at Randolph’s home.

Warrants charging Willis with 
murder and carrying a concealed 
weapon will be sought today. Po- 
lice will also request warrants 
against Williams, Randolph and 
Berry on charges of carrying con- 
cealed weapons. 

The death of Mathews was the 
second here since 1944, resulting 
from gang activities.

| Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to- 
day issued an appeal to the Leg- 
islature to pass the pending po- 
lice salary increase bill without 
further delay. He said the bill 
should be considered on its own 
merits, and should not be con- 
nected with the city’s financial 
difficulties. 

“T regret,” the Mayor said, “that 
the bill has beén related to the 
city’s deficit and to certain meas- 
ures proposed to alleviate our fi- 
| nancial distress. It should be 
| judged on its own merits and in 
the light of the predicament con- 
fronting the officers and the de- 
partment if the present inequita- 
ble salary scale is continued. 

“We are all alarmed,” the 
Mayor said, “over the serious in- 
crease in crime and delinquency, 
and especially the threat hanging 
over our school children. It is 
more imperative than ever that 
the force be adequate and capably 
manned with officers of the high- 
est caliber. 

“To argue that they should con- 
tinue to be underpaid because of 
the city’s financial difficulties is 
to say that the police should sub- 
sidize part of the cost of operating 
local government; this no fair- 
minded person believes.” 

The salary bill, calling for in- 
creases aggregating more than 
$1,000,000 a year, was before the 
State Senate Monday for perfec- 
tion. Senator E. W. Allison 
(Dem.), Rolla, president pro tem 
of the Senate, offered ane amend- 
ment which would make the in- 
creases effective only when voted 
by the St. Louis Board of Alder- 
men. Senator Michael Kinney of 
St. Louis objected on principle to 
giving the aldermen power over 
the police department. 


DEATH ENDS BLIND 
FATHER’S DREAM OF 
HOME FOR HIS SONS 


For several years William Hoppe, 
a blind man, had been superyising 
and aiding in the construction of 
a home where he and his two 
young sons, who have been in an 
orphanage for the last eight years, 
could live together again. But 
death intervened this week to end 
his plans and the probate court 
will now have to decide what will 
become of the boys. 

Hoppe died Monday in his room 
at 4641A Page boulevard, appar- 
ently of an overdose of insulin, 
which he had been taking for 
diabetes. The funeral was held 
yesterday at the Provost under- 
taking establishment, 3710 North 
Grand boulevard, with burial at 
Memorial Park Cemetery. 

An employe of Industrial Aid 
for the Blind, 2533 Sullivan ave- 
nue, Hoppe had been planning to 
live at the five-room house at 
4917 Rosalie avenue, with his two 
sons, William Jr., 11 years old, 
and Charles, 10, who are staying 
at the Edgewood Children’s Cen- 
ter in Webster Groves. The house 
was about completed, except for 
partitions. 

The boys have been in orphan- 
ages since Hoppe and his wife 
were divorced, and they were left 
in his custody. Hoppe lost the sight 
in his left eye 22 years ago when, 
working as a tool and die maker, 
he was struck by a fragment from 
a grindstone. Diabetes caused the 
loss of the other eye eight years 
ago. He made leather articles at 
the blind institution.”

Clifford Flood, special investi- 
gator for State’s Attorney Rich- 
ard T. Carter of St. Clair county, 
said he called on Ted Wortman 
about six weeks ago at the Plaza 
Amusement Co. in St. Louis and 
Warned him against any “muscle 
activity” on the East Side. There 
had been reports that intimidation 
would be employed by the Wort- 
mans and their Capone associates 
to get Plaza Amusement Co, juke 
boxes placed in more taverns.

To re- 
turn indictments in such cases, a 
grand jury would be not only re- 
miss in its duty but would still fur- 
ther congest the trial dockets of 
our courts and retard the trying 
of more serious violations of law. 


Issued by Judge, 


“Search warrants may be 18 
sued by a circuit judge upon oath 
from a police officer or citizen 
that he or she personally knows 
of a law violation on the premises 
sought to be searched, 

“We recommend that, if possi- 
ble, steps be taken to facilitate 
prompt issuance of search war- 
rants, so that the police can bet- 
ter pursue their vigilance against 
commercialized gambling and 
make cases, supported by compe- 
tent evidence, wherein the ac- 
cused can be indicted and sent to 
trial. 

“We observe that numerous 
gambling cases submitted to grand 
juries involve Only small sums of 
money. With a view of facilitat-

Before ad§ournment today the 
House was expected to approve 
one of these four things: 

1. A measure by Representa- 
tives Granger (Dem.), Utah, and 
August H. Andresen (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, to repeal the federal 
taxes but prohibit the sale of 
yellow oleomargarine except in 
the 15 states where it is manu- 
factured. 

2. A substitute by Representa- 
tive Poage Dem.), Texas. This 
would repeal the taxes with no 
restrictions on interstate sales, 
but it would stipulate that oleo- 
margarine served in a _ public 
eating place must be identified 
as such. 

3. A simple repeal bill—with- 
out interstate sales restrictions 
and without, requirements for 
oleomargarine identification in 
public eating places. 

4. A possible move to send the 
whole matter back to the Agri- 
culture Committee for further 
study. 

The Federal Government now 
imposes a 10-cents-a-pound tax on 
yellow oleoMargarine and ‘%-cent 
on the uncolored product. There 
also are special taxes on manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers. 
Many states also restrict the sale 
of oleomargarine.

The worst disaster since 
our victory has been the collapse 
of China under Communist attack 
and intrigue. ... The absorption 
of China and India into the Krem- 
lin-controlled Communist empire 
would certainly bring measureless 
bloodshed and misery to 800 or 
900 million people. 

“On the other hand, the position 
in Europe has so far been. suc- 
cessfully maintained. The pro- 
digious effort of the Berlin air 
lift has carried us through the 
winter. Time, though dearly- 
bought, has been gained for peace.” 

“As Wicked as Hitler.” 


Then, unveiling his major 
theme to an appreciative audience, 
Churchill said: 

“We are now confronted with 
something quite as wicked but in 
some ways more formidable than 
Hitler, because Hitler had only 
the herrenvolk pride and anti- 
semitic hatred to exploit He had 
no fundamental theme. 

“But these 13 men in the Krem- 
lin have their heirarchy and a 
church of Communist  adepts, 
whose missionaries are in every 
country as a fifth column—obscure 
people, but waiting the day when 
they hope to be the absolute mas- 
ters of their fellow-countrymen 
and pay off old scores. They have 
their anti-God religion and their 
Communist doctrine of the entire

But, Churchill counseled, we 
must not forsake hope and pa- 
tience, since the intransigeance of 
the Communists is promoting unity 
among the true democrats of the 
western world. 

“Allow No Appeasement.” 

Professing nothing but fair play 
and good will for Russia, Churchill 
laid down this challenge: 

“If, however, there is to be a 
war of nerves, let us make sure 
our nerves are strong. If we per- 
severe steadfastly together, and 
allow no appeasement of tyranny 
and wrong-doing in any form, it 
may not be our nerve or the 
structure of our civilization which 
will break—and something else 
will break—and peace may yet be 
preserved.”

Radio speeches in support of 
the opposing candidates for Mayor 
in next Tuesday's election were 
made last night by Raymond R. 
Tucker and Mark D. Eagleton, for 
Joseph M. Darst, Democratic nom- 
inee; and by John J. Church for J.

Tucker, professor of mechanical 
engineering at Washington Uni- 
versity, and former èity Smoke 

oner, satirized Gragg's 
campaign for the mayoralty. “He 
(Gragg) shouts from the street 
corners that his only ambition is 
to be a member of the Police 
Board.” Tucker said. . 

He told of Darst's experience in 
municipal administration as Direc- 
tor of Public Welfare for eight 
years, and said, “The office of 
Mayor is not the place for an un- 
trained novice in public affairs.” 

Tucker said the Republican 
leaders should have permitted 
Comptroller Louis Nolte to retire 
after his 32 years of servicce, and 
that the voters should confer this 
privilege on the veteran official.

Technology last night: 


AM honoured by your wish that I should take part in the dis- 
cussions of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. We have 
suffered in Great Britain by the lack of tolleges of university rank 


in which engineering and the allied subjects are taught. Industrial 


production depends on technology and it is because the Americans, 
for the advanced training of large numbers of high-grade engineers 
to translate the advances of pure science into industrial technique, 
that their output per head and consequent standard of life are so 


high, It is surprising that England, which was the first country to | 


be industrialized, has nothing of comparable stature. 

If tonight I strike other notes than those of material progress, it 
implies no want of admiration for all the work you have done 
and are doing. My aim, like yours, is to be guided by balance and 


proportion. 


The outstanding feature of the 
twentieth century has been 
enormous expansion in the num- 
bers who are given the opportu- 
nity to share in the larger and 
more varied life which in previous 
periods was reserved for the few 
and for the very few. This process 
must continue and we trust at an 
increasing rate. If we are to bring 
the broad masses of the people in 
every land to the table of abun- 
dance, it can only be by the tire- 
less improvement of all our means 
of technical production, and by the 
diffusion in every form of educa- 
tion of an improved quality to 
scores of millions of men and 
women. Even in this darkling 
hour I have faith that this will 
go on.

lasting all our lives at least, 
simply by keeping Germany dis- 
armed in accordance with the 
treaty, and by treating her with 
justice and magnanimity. This 
latter condition was very nearly 
achieved at Locarno in 1925, but 
the failure to enforce the disarma- 
ment clauses and above all to sus- 
tain the League of Nations, both 
of which purposes could easily 
have been accomplished, brought 
upon us the second world war. 
Once again the English speak- 
ing world gloriously but nafrow- 
ly emerged, bleeding and breath- 
less, but united as we never were 
before. This unity is our pres- 
ent salvation, because after all 
our victories, we are now faced 
by perils, both grave and near, 
and by problems more dire than 


are debating here is defined as 
“the failure of social and politica) 
institutions to keep pace with ma- 
terial and technical change.” Sci- 
entists should never underrate the 
deep-seated qualities of human na- 
ture and how, repressed in 

direction they will certainly break 
out in another. The genus homo 
—if I may display my Latin—is a 
tough creature who has traveled 
here by a very long road. His 
nature has been shaped and his 
virtues ingrained by many mil- 
lions of years of struggle, fear 
and pain, and his spirit has, from 
the earliest dawn of history, 
shown itself upon occasion capable 
of mounting to the sublime, far 
above material conditions or mor- 
tal terrors. He still remains as 
Pope described him 200 years ago: 


“Placed on this isthmus of a 
middle state 

A being darkly wise and rudely 
great 


Created half to rise and half to 
fall 


Great lord of all things, yet a 
prey to all. 

Sole judge of truth in endless 
error hurled, 

The glory, jest and riddle of the 
world.”

former Premier’s close attention. For the cold 
war, he prescribed steady nerves and strong 
hearts. At risk of over-simplification, Mr. 
Churchill ascribed the Soviet attitude to the 
fact that 13 men in the Kremlin fear the West's 
friendship more than its hostility. The barriers 
they have erected have been in the interest of 
their own self-preservation. To that end, they 
have decreed that the Russian people must not 
be allowed to know what is happening in the 
rest of the world, nor must the rest of the 
world know what is happening in Soviet Russia. 
Mr. Churchill has some very kind words to 
say about the Russian people themselves. He 
had hoped that Russia, after the war, would 
have access, through warm waters, into every 
sea; that “she would have the freest access... 
to raw materials of every kind, and that the 
Russians everywhere would be received as 
brothers in the human family.” He adds: “That 
still remains our aim and ideal.” But if there 
must be a war of nerves, “it may not be our 
nerve or the structure of our civilization which 
will break, and peace may yet be preserved.” 
Altogether, the ex-Prime Minister was in a 
calm and philosophic mood as he spoke before 
the great gathering of scientists at M.1I.T. He 
took occasion to remind the learned men of 
the limitations of science, and warned that it 
must not attempt to intrude too far on the 
minds and hearts of men. Referring to Dr. 
Burchard’s mention of “an approaching scien- 
tific ability to control men’s thoughts with pre- 
cision,” Mr. Churchill amusingly said he would 
be very content “if my task in this world is 


done before that happens.” 


Throughout the speech glowed Mr. Churchill’s 
feeling for the dignity and freedom of the in- 
dividual. There is no man in public life who can 
express this feeling with deeper conviction or 
loftier eloquence. And he who has gone through 
so many black hours exhorted his hearers “in 
the very different climate of today,” not to 
despair, but to exercise the virtues of hope and 
patience. Despite the many disappointments of 
the post-war era, “under the impact of Com- 
munism, all the free nations are being welded 
together as they never have been before and 
never could be, but for the harsh external 
pressure to which they are being subjected.“ 

It was a fine address. We only wish it could 
be read by every last Russian as a lesson in the 
decency and fairness of Western civilization— 
and as light upon the tyranny to which the 
Russian people are being subjected. 


Double Standard in Rents 
After producing a national rent control law 
that the real estate lobby hailed as “a positive 
decontrol measure,” Congress took up the Dis- 
trict of Columbia rent bill. The result was 
perhaps less pleasing to the real estate lobby. 


The House started the ball rolling by passing 
a strong bill. The Senate was prepared to do 
the same thing, but Senator McCarthy re- 
minded his colleagues that they were being 
tougher on their own landlords than on other 
people’s landlords. The Senate couldn’t dispute 
that, so it accepted six amendments to bring the 
District bill in line with the national law. 

When the measure went back to the House 
for concurrence, however, the same Congress- 
men who had insisted on. guaranteeing a fair 
income to other property owners balked at such 
a guarantee to Washington property owners. 
There was too little time to argue it out before 
the deadline last midnight, so both chambers 
proved how agile they can be by taking only 
14 minutes to extend the old District law while 
they figure out a new one. 

Whatever else may come of these further de- 
liberations, members of Congress, unlike rent- 
ers in other cities, need not fear that their 
board of aldermen or legislature will vote to 
abolish rent ceilings and throw them to the 
wolves. For Congress itself is Washington’s 
board of aldermen and legislature, and Con- 
gress clings jealously to this role. In rent con- 
trol and other things, “home rule” is sauce for 
the provinces but poison for the capital.

Because of the aver- 
age Frenchman's fear of a rearmed Germany, 
France has the strongest opinion and differs 
rather sharply from Great Britain and the 
United States. The German views of the latter 
two have taken on the political coloration of the 
areas occupied by their forces. 

To a considerable extent, the thinking of 
American authorities supports the Bavarian

Consumer prices have been slowly softening since October and are 
expected to go further; when a similar trend set in in 1925, the 
public responded with more buying; the result was that, while price 
markups were pared down, total business profits held up very well.

The retail price level will continue down- 


ward in the near future, according to all 


present indications. The consumers’ price 
index of the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has been falling for four months—from 
173.6 on Oct. 15 to 169.0 on Feb, 15. An- 
other drop will undoubtedly be registered 
for March 15 when the figures are in. 


Marriner S. Eccles of the Federal Re- 
serve Board predicted, on Monday, after 


the board had lowered the margin require- 


ment for securities transactions from 75 
to 50 per cent, that the BLS index could 
go down to 160 with- 
out giving evidence 
of a serious depres- 
sion. On Tuesday 
Senator Taft said 
that the present ta- 
pering off in prices 
may prove in the fu- 
ture to have staved 
off an economic col- 
lapse,

prices is, of course, that purchasers defer 
buying as much as possible, in hope of 
getting still lower prices later.

No Cause for Panic 


The outstanding feature of the general 
retail price decline since October has been 
its gradualness. It amounted to 0.8 per 
cent in November, 0.5 per cent in Decem- 
ber, 0.3 per cent in January, 1.1 per cent 
in February. The average monthly drop 
was only about three fifths of 1 per cent. 

A gradual decline of this nature should 
preclude any panicky feeling. It may 


eventually stimulate consumer buying—re-. . 


ports to Washington indicate that retail 
stores have increased sales when they have 
cut prices. 


And a period of gradually falling prices 


can be a period of profit for business. At 
least, the national economy was on a 
healthy basis in a similar period of gradu- 
ally falling retail prices in the 1920s. 


Retail prices on the average fell steadily 
during the three years from December 
1925 to December 1928. Between the end of 
1925 and the end of 1928, retail prices 


dropped in gradual degrees by 4% per cent 
—an average of a little more than 0.1 per 


cent per month. 


Gains From High Turnover 


Yet in 1926 corporation net profits, as 
reported in the federal corporation income- 
tax returns, were only $116,000,000 lower 
than in 1925. In 1927 corporation net profits 
did fall $995,000,000 (about 13 per cent) as 


compared with 1926, but in 1928 they rose 


no less than $1,717,000,000 over the 1927 
figure. This was an increase of 26 per 
cent over 1927 and one of 8 per cent over 
1925, the year before retail prices started 
to fall. 


This showing was achieved primarily 
from higher sales, inasmuch as costs of 
doing business had risen. In 1928 cash 
and stock dividends disbursed to stockhold- 
ers (not all of the disbursements, of course, 
from current business profits) were almost 
one-fourth higher than in 1928. 


Output Held Up 


Manufacturing output rose 5 per cent in 


1926 over 1925, in 1927 remained the same 
as in 1926, in 1928 registered another 5 per 
cent increase, Construction kept almost 
as high as in 1925, not again to be exceeded 
until the 1940s. Residential building fell 
off but non-residential took up most of 
the slack.

make awards as in previous years 
without interruption,” the academy 
announcement said. 

The academy said the method of 
financing future awards would be 
determined after annual elections 
of new governors and officers in 
May.

Americans have switched from 
the worship of God to the worship 
of government, “and we are pay- 
ing a high and exhausting price 
for the exchange,” Clarence Man-

Says 100,000 Professionals 
Are Needed, but Only 2000 
Are Prepared Annually.

Lack of Training. 

Reporting on progress of a na- 
tional study of social work edu- 
cation, which he is directing for 
the National Council on Social 
Work Education on a $31,000 grant 
from Carnegie Corporation, Dr. 
Hollis said the ‘status of educa- 
tional facilities in the field was 
“deplorable.” 

“We need at least 100,000 profes- 
sional] workers in this country,” he 
said, “and the universities are pro- 
ducing- only 2000 a year. Of 30,000 
trained workers, only 15,000 have 
had the full two years of graduate 
work. 

In Michigan, which is one of 
the better states in respect to 
qualified workers, only 20 per cent 
have had a year or more of gradu- 
ate work. Another 20 per cent 
have not even finished their un- 
dergraduate courses. In Mississip- 
pi, which has no s@ial work 


are fully trained.” 

Missouri, he said, ranks some- 
what above the national average.

“Besides the low budgets that 
hamper thee 65 organized social 
work schools, many of them suf- 
fer from the discordant demands 
made by outside agencies — | 
keep them going with *he promise 
of scholarships,” he said. “In one 
school, 92 per cent of the students 
were on scholarship from social 
and welfare agencies, and strings 
were attached to most of the 
awards. Students come out of 
their training bearing a ‘tag’ of 
their enforced special field. There 
has been all too little relation be- 
tween their school study and the 
practical“ field work dictated to 
them by the donor.” 
Such “cheap fabor tactics” of 
interested agencies are unknown 
in St. Louis, Dr. Hollis said. “The 
co-ordination of school and field 
work attained by St. Loyis and 


related agencies is known in my 
office as a good model for large 
cities.”

Secrets Now. 


Did I want to prove that those 
many notebooks and stories, 
crammed with old statistics about 
Stalingrad, Kuznetsk, Magnito- 
gorsk, were done for Moscow 
Daily News in 1932-36, that the 
figures were handed out gladly by 
the industries, as propaganda for 
the Five-Year Plan? Every one 
of those places is a state secret 
now. 


The dialetic of history had got 
me. How could I make any Rus- 
sian jury or audience think back 
the years. (An incredibly devas- 
tating war and the atomic bomb 
make a flaming curtain now be- 
tween today’s Russians and the 
times when what I did was ac- 
counted good.) How fast this 
epoch moves. On what swift feet. 
The commissar would prove his 
case to the satisfaction of every 
Russian present, It would be 
laughed out of court by every 
non-Russian in the room, 


Didn’t Want Trial. 


Every non-Russian diplomat 
and correspondent in the audience 
would agree with me. I could see 
that. (They were not driven, 
driven by a mission. They could 
indulge in dispassionateness.) 
Every ore of them would agree, 
on the basis of this evidence that 
I was an honest, very friendly 
journalist. 


Did I want then a big show trial 
in Moscow—supposing they would ; 
give it to me—with all the Rus- 
sians convinced one way and all 
the* non-Russians the other? Split- 
ting the world a little more in 
two? Certainly not. Even if I had 
the time to waste on it. 

No, I'd settle for this. Five days 
in jail and a dispatch to the fron- 
tier, and all the files of my past 
scattered, but a quick start again 
somewhere, with a still energetic 
body and a much enlightened 
brain. Not to waste any more of 
my few years left.

A state security plane received 
me, It was full of uniformed per- 
sons, two of whom were con- 
cerned with me. “Warsaw?” I 
asked hopefully. They grunted. 
I still worried about the exact 
frontier. 

How She Was Expelled. 

We landed in a muddy field and 
went by automobile till the road 
got worse and then by jeep. We 
came to a lonely, muddy river, 
with a shaky bridge that no auto- 
mobile could cross. It was barred 
by logs on both ends. There was 
a sentry post and small cabin on 
either bank. 

They took me with my baggage 
to the center of the bridge. They 
gave back here my handbag and 
my passport. 
to the Polish sentry,” they said.

Thirteen men in the Kremlin, 
holding down hundreds of mil- 
lions of people. and aiming at 
the rule of the world; feel that 
at all costs. they must keep up 
the barriers. Self-preservation, 
not for Russia but for them- 
selves, lies at the root and is

| and malignant policy. 

In consequence of the ‘Soviet 
conduct, the relations of Com- 
munist Russia with the other 
great powers of the world are 
without precedented in history. 
Measures and counter measures 
have been taken on Many occa- 
sions which in any previous 
period could. only have meant 
armed conflict. 

The situation has been well 
described by distinguished 
Americans as the “cold war.” 
And the question is asked “Are 
we winning the cold war?” This 


| cannot be decided by looking at 


Europe alone, We must also 
_ look to Asia. g 

The worst disaster since our 
victory has been the collapse of 
China under Communist attack 
and intrigue. China, in which 
the United States have always 
taken a high interest, com- 
prises an immense part of the 
population of the world. The ab- 
sorption of China and India into 
the Kremlin-controlled Co u- 
nist empire, would certainly 
bring measureless bloodshed and 
misery to eight or nine hundred 
million people. 

On the other hand the posi- 
tion in Europe has so far been 
successfully maintained, The 
prodigious effort of the Berlin 
air lift has carried us through 


bought, has been gained for 
peace. The efficiency of the 
American and British air forces 


has been proved and improved. 

Most of all the spectacle of 
the British and Americans try- 
ing to feed the 2,000,000 Ger- 
mans in Berlin, while the Soviet 
Government was trying to starve 
them, has been an object lesson 
to the German people far be- 
yond anything that words could 
convey. I trust that small and 
needless provocations of German 
sentiment may be avoided by the 
Western Powers. The revival 
and union of Eurepe cannot be 
achieved without the Géarnest 
and freely-given aid of the Ger- 


man people. 

The air lift has fully justified 
itself. Nevertheless fear and its 
shadows brood over Western Eu- 
rope today. A month ago in Brus- 
sels I spoke to a meeting of 30,- 
000 Belgians. I could feel at once 
their friendship and their anxiety. 
They have no Atlantic ocean, no 
English channel, between them 


and the Russian Communist ar- 
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mored divisions. Yet they bravely 
and ardently support the cause of 
United Europe. I Was also con- 
scious of the hope and faith which 
they, like the Greek people, place 
in the United States. 

We are now confronted with 
something quite as wicked but 
in some ways more formidable 
than Hitler, because Hitler had 
only the herrenvolk pride and 
anti-Semitic hatred to exploit. 
He had no fundamental theme. 
But these 18 men in the Kremlin 
have their hierarchy and a 
church of Communist adepts, 
whose missionaries are in every 
country as a fifth column, 
awaiting the day when they 
hope to be the absolute masters 
of their fellow-countrymen and 
pay off old scores. 

They have their anti-God re- 
ligion and their Communist doc- 
trine of the entire subjugation 
of the individual to the state. 
Behind this stands the largest 
army in the world, in the hands 
of a government pursuing im- 
perialist expansion, as no czar 
or kaiser had ever done. 

I must not conceal from you 
the truth as I see it. It is cer- 


tain that Europe would have 


been communized and London 
der bombardment some time ago 

but for the deterrent of the 
atomic bomb in the hands of the 

United States. 

Another question is also asked. 
Is time on our side? That is not 
a question that can be answered 
except within strict limits. We 


have certainly not an unlimited 
period of time before a settlement 
| should be achieved. 


The utmost vigilance should 
be practised but I do not think 
myself that violent or precipi- 
tate action should be taken now. 
War is not inevitable. The Ger- 
mans have a wise saying “the 
trees do not grow up to the 
sky.” Often something happens 
to turn or mitigate the course 
of events, 
Four or five hundreds years ago 
Europe seemed about to be con- 
quered by the Mongols. Two 
great battles were fonght almost 
| on the same day near Vienna and 
lin Poland. In both of these the 
| chivalry and armed power of 
| Europe was completely shattered 
by the Asiatic hordes. It seemed

We need not abandon hope 


We have no h ity to the Rus- 
sian people and no desire to deny 


them their legitimate rights and 
security. I hoped that Russia, 


through unfrozen waters, into 
every ocean, guaranteed by the 
world organization of which she 
would be.a leading member; that 
she should have the freest ac- 


} cess, which indeed she has at the 


present time, to raw materials of 
every kind; and that the Russians 
everywhere would be received as 
brothers in the human family. 
That still remains our aim and 
ideal. We seek nothing from Rus- 
sia but good will and fair play. 

If however there is to be & 
war of nerves let us make sure 
our nerves are strong and are 
fortified by the deepest convic- 
tions of our hearts. If we per- 
severe steadfastly together, and 
allow no appeasement of tyran- 
ny and wrong-doing in any 
form, it may not be our nerve 
or the structure of our civiliza- 
tion which will break, and peace 
may yet be preserved. 

This is a hard experience in the 
life of the world. After our great 
victory, which we believed wouid 
decide the struggle for freedom 
for our time at least, we thought 
we had deserved better of fortune. 
But unities and associations are 
being established by many na- 
tions throughout the free world 
with a speed and reality which 
would. not have been achieved 
perhaps for generations. 


Of all these tnities, the 
most precious to me is the 
ternal association between 
British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions and the United States. Do 
not underrate the strength of 
Britain. As I said at Fulton, 
“Do not suppose that half a 
century from now you will not 
see 70 or 80 millions of Britons 
spread about the world and unit- 
ed in defense of our traditions, - 
our way of life, and the world 
causes which you and we es- 
pouse.” United we stand secure. 


Let us then move forward to- 
gether in discharge of our mis- 
sion and our duty, fearing God 
and nothing else.

Formal claims for $3,893,000 will 
be filed against the Federal Gov- 
ernment for wartime use of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, President Mil- 
ton M. Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service announced today. 

The claims are those held to be 
“reimbursible under the Federal 
Airport Act,” Kinsey said. They 
were included in the $6,800,000 in 
claims which the city filed against 
the Federal Government two years 
ago. At that time, the city agreed 
to abandon all claims “except those 
which might be reimbursible un- 
der the act,” Kinsey said. As part 
of that settlement, the city re- 
ceived title to the Curtiss-Wright 
building on the field. 

The claims which will be filed 
with the District Airport En- 
gineer of the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority include: $840,000 for rent 
Curtiss- 
Wright building is located; $354,- 
000 for rent of land used by the 
Navy; $164,000 for rental of land 
and hangar facilities by the Army; 
$781,000 for landing fees during the 
military use of the field during 
the war; $263,000 for physical dam- 
age done to runways and taxi- 
ways; and $44,000 for rental of 
various buildings used by firms 
having Government contracts dur- 
ing the war period.

A. C. L. U. and A. D. A. Say

WASHINGTON, April 1—Attor-. 
ney General Tom C. Clark struck 
back toddy at critics who had 
demanded a congressional investi- 
gation of federal telephone tap- 
ping and promptly drew an apok 
ogy from the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union and American for 
Democratic Action. 


Clark late yesterday had an- 
nounced withdrawal by the De- 
partment of Justice of its request 
for a provision in the pending 
internal security bill to 1 

wire tapping in special cases, He 
said that in conferences between 
his department and the House 
and Senate Judiciary Committees 
two weeks ago, the wire-tapping 
clause of the proposed security 
act was eliminated by mutual 
agreement. 


The A. C. L. U. and A. D. A., in a 
telegram to Chairman Pat Mc- 
Carran of the Senate Committee, 
had called for an inquiry into 
admissions by Director J. Edgar 
Hoover of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation that in very limited 
instances agents had employed 
wire tapping in the past. The 
telegram alleged that this consti- 
tuted an admission that existing 
law had been violated. 
Clark’s Reply. 

In his statement today, Clark 
said there was no justification 
for the complaint made by the 
A.C.L.U. and A.D.A. The Justice 
Department, he said, has not vio- 
lated Section 605 of the Communi- 
cations Act of 1934, even though 
it had been tapping wires in crit- 
ical cases. The act prohibits the 
use of information obtained 
through tapping, or its divulgence, 
but does not specifically bar tap- 
ping. 

The policy to the Justice De- 
partment in this connection has 
been established for many years, 
he said. It was set forth by “the 
highest authorities in the execu- 
tive branch of the Government” 
and has been scrupulously fol- 
lowed by the FBI and Justice, 
Clark went on. The present stat- 
utes and the decisions of the 
courts, including the Supreme 
Court; do not bar telephone tap- 
ping, but merely bar the use of 
such information in court, or its 
publication, he explained. 


Clark also pointed out that 
President Roosevelt, on May 21, 
1940, in a memorandum to then 
Attorney General Robert H. Jack- 
son, approved wire tapping when 
necessary in situations involving 
national defense. Less than a 
year later, he went on, Roosevelt 
again outlined national policy on 
wire tapping in a letter sent to a 
congressional] committee, In that 
letter, Roosevelt said he did not 
believe tapping should be resorted 
to in connection with domestic 
crimes, with the exception of kid- 
naping and extortion. He did say 
that wire tapping “is very much 
in the public interest” when used 
for the preservation of internal 
security. 


These practices were made pub- 
lic fully at the time the subject 
came up for discussion, said Clark, 
and he added that former Attor- 
ney General Francis Biddle also 
told the press in 1941 that the 
FBI, on getting the consent of the 
Attorney General, was indulging 
in wire tapping in cases of espio- 
nage, sabotage and kidnaping. 

“There has been no concéalment 
of the fact that wire tapping has 
been used in limited cases with 
the express approval in each indi- 
vidual instance of the Attorney 
General,” Clark concluded. “There 
has been no new policy or pro- 
cedure since the initial policy 
was stated by President Roosevelt, 
and this has continued to be the 
department’s policy whenever the 
security of the nation is involved, 

Telegram of Apology. 

Almost .coincident with Clark’s 
statement, the Civ Liberties 
Union and A.D.A. sent their apol- 
ogy to Chairman McCarran. The 
telegram said that their protest 
wire yesterday had been “miscon- 
strued” as an attack on the good 
faith and integrity of FBI Di- 
rector Hoover. No implication 
that Hoover had violated the law 
was intended, the telegram went 
on. N 

“We have no doubt whatever 
that Director Hoover and the At- 
torney General in authorizing 
wire-tapping in certain situations 
have proceeded in utmost good 
faith and in accordance with what 
they considered to be their legal 
powers,” said the telegram. 

“We would not and do not in- 
tend to charge Director Hoover 
or Attorney-General Clark or his 
predecessors who held the same 
views as to the department's legal 
powers, with deliberately violating 
the law. 

“Our point is that we do not be- 
lieve that their legal conclusion is 
justified or supportable, and we 
differ with them as to the policy 
involved. . far from being criti- 
cal of the sincerity or motives of 
Attorney General Clark or FBI 
Director Hoover, we believe that 
both officials’ deserve commenda- 
tion for their self-restraint and 
respect for civil liberties, and the 
supremacy of law on many occa- 
sions when insistence upon these 
fundamental values has been most 
difficult.”

N fashioning “TAKE ME OUT TO THE BALL GAME,” 
which opens tomorrow at LOEW'S STATE THEATER, 
M-G-M has shown commendable restraint. It has* exhibited

reason. They had some legitimate musical 
comedy material to fall back upon. 

“Ball Game” is light-hearted, breezy, good- 
humored, and enjoyable. It sticks to a story- 

hile it isn’t too weighted with originality, is done in 
wprightly fashion. It has a lively comedy song number, done 
by Gene Kelly, Sinatra and Jules Munshin, “O’Brien to Ryan 
to Goldberg,” and a fast paced ensemble one, “Strictly U.S.A.” 
It has a few funny lines, something unusual in a screen 
musical comedy these days, when too often the comedy part 
is buried under an avalanche of Technicolor lavishness and 
high-paid vaudeville. But mostly it has Mr. Kelly. 

It’s good to have his slick, stylish musical-comedy expert- 
ness. Sinatra has learned to do a fast tap and buck-and-wing 
dance turn, to get a comic style into a patter song, and to 
be an almost acceptable comedian of the little-shy-fellow type. 
But he’s merely attached to Gene's coat-tails, following along. 
Esther Williams's peach-bloom beauty is decorative, even when 
hampered by the fullness of 1906 costuming. Munshin is a 
fair character comedian. But it’s Kelly who carries the show. 
He has a fine sense of timing in his hard, glib brashness, an 
exuberance and elan that make a spirited thing of any song he 
delivers, and, as a dancer, is nothing short of wonderful, fit 
to occupy a joint throne with the great Astaire. His Irish 
number, sung to something called “The Hat My Father Wore 
Upoh St. Patrick’s Day,” is pretty dazzling in its technical 
execution. 

The dancing gets into the musical by the device of having 
Kelly and Sinatra as the keystone combination on a World's 
Champion baseball club, who do a vaudeville tour as song-and- 
dance men in the off season. Any excuse is fine with us as 
long as it gives Gene a chance to hoof. 


The Kettles Are Back 


To us, Marjorie Main and Percy Kilbride as the shiftless 
squatters, the Kettles, were the only funny thing amidst the 
otherwise mechanical humor of “The Egg and I.” It was a 
fitting reward that they be starred as the characters, which
